A BILL IK BEL \TION TO THE PUBLIC 


LANDS IN NEVADA 


WHEBEAS, The Legislature of the 


State of Nevada, by joint resolution 
passed February 6, 1873, asked that 
the Act of Congress donating the six- 
teenth and thirty sixth sections of 
public lands to the State of Nevada 
be repealed, so far as tho unsold por- 
tion of said grant is concerned, and 
that Congress pass an act granting to 
the State of Nevada in lieu theieof 
one million acres of public land, for 
the support of public schools, to be 
selected as otber grants heretofore 
made to the btata of Nevada, there 
fore 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 


House of Representatives of 
the 


United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That the seventh section 
of the act entitled "An act to enable 
the people of Nevada to form a Con 
stitution and State Government, and 
for the admission of such State into 
the Union on an equal footing with 
the original States,' approved March 
twenty hrst, eighteen hundred and 
sixty four, be, and the same is hereby 
repealed 
provided, however, that 


this repeal shall ID no wise impair or 
affect the titles of purchasers who, 
pnor to the dato of the approval 
hereof, have purchased from the State 
of Nevada portions of sections nuin 
bered sixteen or thirty six, or of lands 
selected in lieu thereof 


SEC. 2 That it shall bo the duty of 


the State of Nevada, within one year 
from the date of the approval of this 
Act, to forward to the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office a duly 
authenticated list, exhibiting the por 
lions of, the sections numbered six 
teen and thirty BIX, whicn have been 
sold in good faith by the said State 
prior to the date of the approval 
hereof or for which idemmty has 
been selected. Upon receipt of such 
list, it shall be the duty of the Com 
misuoner of the General Land Office 
to cause tbe same to be properly en 
tered upon the records of his office, 
and thereafter, all of sections and 
parts of sections numbered sixteen 
and thirty-six, which are not exhibit 
ed in said list as having been sold or 
disposed of bv said btate, shall be 
held as subject to sale and disposal 
in the same manner as other portions 
of the public domain 


SEC. 3 That iu lieu af the sections 


noinbered sixteen said thirty>«x, 
granted to the State of Nevada for 
the support of common schools, end 
wbichsaid grant ashewtiy repealed, 
there shall be and iereiy la granted 
to said State of Jievuda pne million 
acres of the public iandi in said Sttte,

uzzi. His studies, during his ear 


lier days were interrupted by severe 


and often recurring epileptic attacks 


and the life of tha young Italian wa 


often despaired of. In 1819, however 


he was ordained priest, and appoint 


eel Director of the Tata Giovanni, a 


school for poor boys. la 1S23 ho 


went to Chili as Secretary to Mon- 


sigrjore Muzi, the auos'olie delegate. 


In 1827 ho was appointed Domestic 


Prelate to Leo XII. 
Preferment fol- 


lowed him fast. In 1827 he was ap- 


pointed Archbishop of Spoleto, in 


1832 Archbishop of Imola, and in 


1839 Cardinal. While holding these 


-various offices in the Church, he was 


remarkable for Ins gentleness of dis- 


position and his charity to all men.
